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District Library: ‘It would be 
fun to have bees’ on library roof

“It would be fun to have bees” on the 
roof of the new library, said Belleville Area 
District Library Board member John Juriga 
at the March 12 board meeting. 

He said he was at a recent meeting of 
the Music in the Park committee when 
he mentioned that and, he said, Therese 
Antoinelli of Moving the Mitten real estate 
agreed with the idea. 

Juriga said she referred him to Bees in 
the D and a bee meeting at Wayne County 
Community College. He said Antoinelli 
offered to pay for the project. 

“It’s a great place,” said board member 
Joy Cichewicz, who has kept bees at her 
rural home in Sumpter Township. “We can 
put them close to a window.” 

She said the bees could be living in one 
box, making honey, and only needing 
maintenance once a week. 

Library architect Dan Whisler said the 
Northville Township library had bees. 

“You can put plexiglas on the side of the 
hive and can see in,” Cichewicz said. 

Whisler said there is a place facing 
the teen area on the northeast side, but 
Cichewicz said the bees would need the 
south side. 

Included in the board packet was a reprint 
of a feature story on bees, with pictures of 
colorfully wrapped beehives on the roof 
of the Redwood City Public Library in 
California. The story said each hive held 
from 40,000 to 60,000 bees. 

The hives have been on the roof for about 
a year. One hive produced no honey, while 
the other produced 40 pounds of honey -- 
about three gallons or 72 jars. Half of those 
were sold out of the library store and the 
beekeeper who manages the hives sold the 
rest. 

The beekeeper typically visits elementary 
school classrooms and teachers adults 
about beekeeping. Early on, the beekeeper 
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said she learned that it was easier to bring 
the hive to the students rather than have 
them visit her farm. “It’s so much easier to 
get 5,000 bees in a box than it is to get 24 
kids on a bus,” she said. 

Board chairwoman Sharon Peters said of 
the idea to put bees on the roof, “That is 
something to be explored.” 

In other business at the May 12 meeting 
the board: 

e Approved the recommendation to 
select Baker & Taylor as the company 
to provide an opening day collection 
for the new library at the $150,000 set 
aside for the new print materials, DVDs 
(emphasis on non-fiction), audiobooks 
and music CDs. This is to supplement the 
existing collection of 77,000 books and 
9,900 audio-visual materials. The library

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Paul Cartwright remembers Vietnam - and Ski

I have lived most of my life wondering if 
Ski was still alive. 

Fifty-three years ago, on March 29, I 
enlisted in the United States Marines. 
At 18 years old, registered for the draft 
and Vietnam calling, I felt I wanted to be 
the best trained with the best chance of 
survival. Besides that, I wanted to be a 
Marine. Basic training at Marine Recruit 
Depot San Diego and Advanced Infantry 
training at Camp Pendleton. 

By Sept. 19, I found myself a replacement 
member of the 2nd Battalion Ist Marine 
Division and exiting a DC 707 at Ton Son 
Nhut Air Base then on to Da Nang Air Base 
and immediately felt the heat and humidity 
of the surrounding jungle and country side. 

Our assignment was to protect the air 
base and conduct seek and destroy patrols 
in the hinterlands surrounding Da Nang. I 
had been promoted to Lance Corporal and 
doing very well until Jan. 6, 1967. A year 
older and we were on one of those seek and

destroy patrols when we were ambushed 
just crossing a bridge by the PLA or 
RVN. They had deployed one of either a 
“C” or “L” or “V” formation interlaced 
with “spider-hole” (a type of fox-hole). 
The fighting was fierce, and bullets were 
everywhere when I felt two of them hit. 
One in the shoulder and one in the chest. I 
thought ... this is it! 

The enemy was close, darn close. He 
already had a bead on me. I could see he was 
getting ready to squeeze the trigger again, 
when out of nowhere came a “big” Marine 
with black marker “SKI” emblazoned on 
his helmet and leveled him. Literally, he 
started with 100 rounds at his feet, and 


didn’t let up ‘til he was done with his head. 
I don’t know if he would remember that or 
not, but I do. He just saved my life! 

Fast forward; I made it home after 
recuperating in the hospital and had a 
very successful career in law enforcement 
a wonderful marriage of 38 years to 
Debbie and a father -- 3 children and 6 
grandchildren, a son, a brother, a cousin, 
a friend. 

But time has a way of reinforcing some 
things while others fade and are blurred by 
the sands of time. All I could remember 
about the man who saved my life was 
that his name was Ski and he was from 
Chicago. That is until I was watching the 


last episode of Ken Burns’ “The Vietnam 
War.” 

The last scene of the last episode closed 
with an iconic photo taken by Larry 
Burroughs who felt that the look in this 
Marine’s eyes said, “...they moved their 
legs, they endured.” The last moment 
of the war was expressed in his eyes. 
Therefore, Ken Burns selected this photo 
and ironically why I saw that picture... to 
locate the man who saved my life. 

But I didn’t think it would be a good 
idea to find him as some people don’t want 
to be found or reminded. A year later my 
health took a turn and I am now in the VA 
hospital in Ann Arbor. Debbie wanted to 
do something to cheer me up, so she posted 
a request on Facebook and the wheels 
turned - to the point that anchor newscaster 
Kristyn Hartman of WCPO Cincinnati saw 
the “post.” She is the daughter of “SKI!” 

Hank Januchowski (aka Ski) remembers 
well the day Burrows took that photo. 
Experiences that Hank cherishes and those 
he would rather forget. This is the young 
Marine from Chicago who never swore, 
and I don’t care if you cut him with a 
knife. He’d say, “Jeez, that hurt”’ He even 
invented a word for the “F” word: Fletch. 
He is a compassionate and a no-nonsense 
man. 

I have lived most of my life wondering if 
Ski was still alive. He is and I have to say, 
“My parents gave birth to me, but Ski gave 
me life. THANK YOU FOR SAVING MY 
LIFE!”

Sumpter Township Finance Director presents ’19-’20 budget

Sumpter Township Financial Director 
Scott Holtz told the township that the 
landfill royalties that are $2.6 million in the 
budget, currently are down 12%. 

“That is a concern,” Holtz told the board 
and residents at the March 12 public 
hearing on the 2019-20 budget. “Once that 
slide starts, it continues.” 

He said salaries are actually going down, 
since several large wage earners separated 
from the township and there is “fresh 
blood.” 

But, he said, benefits are going up and 
the unfunded pension liabilities are a 
concern. He said Sumpter currently is 
funded at 76%, which is better than most 
communities. 

He said you don’t have to have all the 
money now, but you have to have it when 
people need their pensions. He said the 
township currently owes about $2.8 million 
to $3 million. 


Holtz said is $4.5 million is in the royalty 
fund at the end of February, but he doesn’t 
want to use that all up because he wants to 
be sure the township can operate. 

He said the 21.6% in pension budget 
allocation is being bumped up to 25% in 
the next budget. 

He distributed a packet of information 
on the proposed 2019-20 budgets, about 
$9 million per year, and projected it on the 
screens in the front and rear of the meeting 
room as he explained. 

Resident Mary Ban asked about the bond 
payments for the former Wayne County Jail 
construction and if county residents are still 
being billed for that “white elephant” that 
was sold by the county and the beginning 
construction being torn down. 

“I’m not as familiar with Wayne County,” 
Holtz said. 

Township attorney Rob Young said the 
county bonded for $200 million to build a 
jail and that won’t change and taxpayers 
will continue to pay until the bonds are 


paid off. He said there is a new plan for a 
recorder’s court, juvenile court, court and 
jails and the purchaser will contribute to 
this eight-year program. 

Township Treasurer Ken Bednark asked 
about the several hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of uncollected water billings. 

Bednark said he thinks the financial 
situation shows a “pretty bleak picture.” 

Bednark said there are declining revenue 
funds. He said the royalty funds should be 
the cherry on top and the township should 
function outside of the royalties. 

He said at the last board meeting they 
talked about spending $70,000 to fix the 
fire hall and $100,000 on the sewer. 

“It’s not a pretty picture,’ Bednark 
said, referring to declining revenues and 
increasing costs. 

“Tt could fall in the lap of the next 
administration,” Bednark said of a financial 
disaster. “It’s that close.” 

Holtz said $2.8 million in royalties 
is coming in and he budgeted just $2.2 


million to be conservative. He said there 
are millages for police and fire, but, “We 
have to get $2 a year in royalties to keep 
the lights on.” 

Bednark said $120,000 in declining 
salary costs is not that much. 

Holtz said he has heard of several 
retirements coming up. He said 55-60 is 
the median age here and so there will be 
retirements in the next five years. 

“We’ll have to replace them,” Holtz said. 
“We're pretty sparsely populated. We’re 
not overstaffed. A lot of people are doing 
dual duty.” 

Bednark asked about contracts for 
contracted services and Holtz said they got 
a new contract with the Great Lakes Water 
Authority last year and they got the new 
contract with Republic Waste this year. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy asked about 
remodeling of the counters at the treasurer’s 
and clerk’s offices. 

Holtz said that will be lowering the

Court Watching: 
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Drunk driving case against Sumpter 
officer adjourned to April 8 in Taylor

The drunk driving charge against Sumpter 
Township Police Officer George Salajan, 
29, has been adjourned until Monday, April 
8, for a pretrial exam. 

The case had been moved from 34" District 
Court in Romulus to 23" District Court in 
Taylor to avoid a conflict of interest, since 
the Sumpter Police Department uses the 
34" District Court. 

On Monday, Officer Salajan stood before 
23" District Court Judge Geno Salomone 
in Taylor with an attorney standing in for 
his attorney of record Michael Vincent. The 
defense attorney asked for an adjournment 
of two or three weeks and April 8 was 
selected by the court. 

Huron Township prosecutor Kevin 
Foley told Judge Salomone that the video 
and documentation on the case have been 
provided to the court. 

Officer Salajan was arrested Jan. 27 by 
Huron Township police and charged with 
operating with blood alcohol content of 
.17 or more, referred to as “super drunk.” 
His first court date was set for March 5 
before Judge David Parrott at 34" District 
Court for arraignment/pre-trial, but that 
was cancelled and it was moved to Judge 
Salomone’s court. 

The warrant for Salajan’s arrest was 
signed by the Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
Office on Jan. 30. 

According to the Michigan State Police 
website, conviction on the charge, first 
offense, has enhanced penalties, including 
up to a $700 fine, 180 days in jail, 360 
hours of community service, up to one year 
license suspension, 6 points on a driver’s 
license, mandatory completion of an alcohol 
treatment program, an ignition interlock 
use after 45 days license suspension 
to receive a restricted driver’s license. 

At the township’s April 10, 2018 board 
meeting, Officer Salajan was honored as 
2017 Sumpter Police Department’s Officer 
of the Year. He also was honored, among 
others, with the 2017 Chief’s Recognition 
award for his contribution to the outcome 
of the Nelson Po case. 

At the Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees meeting March 12, Sumpter 
Public Safety Director/Police Chief Eric 
Luke said that Officer Salajan was at work 
following “strong internal discipline.” 

In late January, Chief Luke confirmed 
that one of his officers had been arrested 
for driving while under the influence on 
Saturday night [Jan. 26], following an 
incident at a residence in Huron Township.

Sumpter planners need

Atkin said there is space at the end to 
insert the public comments submitted on 
line concerning what residents want to see 
for the township.

Rutherford said the sooner they can start 
this project, the better. Doane’s Landing 
park next to the Belleville Bridge has been 
taped off to the public for several years 
because of the crumbling seawall. 

Last August, the city fired its original 
contractor for the work and granted a 
$295,000 contract to C&R Lakeside 
Landscaping. The scope of the project is 
60 days and C&R was busy last fall, so the 
plan was to start April 1. 

In other business at the 15-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Heard Planning Commissioner Kelly 
Bates ask if the city will be able to negotiate 
bigger bins for recycling when the five- 
year contract with Republic Waste runs out 
this fall. City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
said she is not sure how long the city will 
have recycling.

Sumpter Township

Detroit Police Officer Tanda Rawls- 
Owens, of Van Buren Township, is being 
recognized for her work as a Detroit Police 
Officer at the annual Women in Blue event 
at 8 p.m., April 4, at the MGM Grand in 
Detroit. 

She is a nominee for the Women in Blue 
Officer of the Year award which will be 
announced at the event. 

Police Officer Tanda Rawls-Owens 
has been a member of the Detroit Police 
Department since 1996. Early in her career, 
it became clear that Officer Rawls-Owens 
had a genuine concern and care for the 
citizens she served. While working in the 
Eighth Precinct’s Community Relations 
Unit, she was a fixture at community 
meetings and initiatives. In 2014, Police 
Chief James Craig appointed Officer

In addition to these programs, she 
started Movies in the Park, which brings 
families and communities together for an 
opportunity to watch a movie together in 
a local park. 

Officer Rawls-Owens is currently 
assigned to Professional Education and 
Training where she continues to fulfill her 
passion for the community and helping 
those in need. She started the “Serve Then 
Protect” initiative which uses student police 
officers to serve those in the community.

There has been a lot of buzz going around 
the district and at the board meetings, 
regarding Principal Tracy Bryant’s newest 
initiative at Rawsonville Elementary 
School. 

Back in early December 2018, she came 
up with an idea and started recording 
“Bedtime Stories” and “Book Talks” on 
the green screen to ensure that every kid 
in her building could gain a LOVE for 
reading and to get the chance to enjoy a 
good bedtime story for the busy moms and 
dads that could not read to their kids.

e Heard Scott Cabauatan, Republic 
Waste’s Municipal Manager for Southern 
Michigan and Northern Ohio, explain the 
problems they have had with trash pick up 
in the township and give his commitment 
to do better; 

e Approved warrants totaling 
$1,215,717.70, which includes the $7,900 
payment to Elan for the cable equipment 
in township hall, which was tabled at the 
last meeting. It had been incorrectly listed 
as final payment, but Trustee Tim Rush 
said the final payment would be $32,000. 
Trustee Oddy said the board would like to 
have a representative from Elan come to a 
meeting to explain the delay; 

e Tabled approval to pay $23,415 to 
SCADA for control panel disconnects for 
the Willis / Sumpter Road sewer lift station 
repair; 

e Approved setting a special workshop 
for 6 p.m., March 21, to discuss fiscal year 
budget 2020 and the 2019-20 insurance 
policy renewal. A presentation will be 
given by Jon Johnson of Burnham & 
Flower; 

e Tabled the second readings and adoptions 
of two amendments to the township zoning 
ordinance that adds yard waste (and also 
should add plowed snow) to the ordinance 
as what is not allowed to be dumped in the 
public and private right-of-ways; 

e Approved the second reading and final 
approval of a zoning ordinance amendment 
that provides for larger accessory 
structures; 

e Approved Oddy’s request to have the 
Water Department give a presentation at 
the April 9 meeting detailing the water 
bill collection procedure including any 
payment arrangement or payment options 
offered to the resident. “Documented 
process to be provided to the board for 
review,’ Oddy noted. Treasurer Bednark 
said the presenter should be the head of 
that department, Ken Kunka; 

e Approved hiring Rachel Scott as a fire 
fighter with the understanding she must 
pass her physical; 

e Heard Public Safety Director/Police 
Chief Eric Luke give his monthly police 
report, noting in February there were 
only three Part 1 Crimes: one aggravated 


assault and two burglaries. “Another quiet 
night on the Western Wayne County front,” 
he said. Former Treasurer Peggy Morgan 
asked for an update on the police officer 
that was arrested for drunk driving. Chief 
Luke said the officer had strong, internal 
discipline and he is working; 

e Heard Treasurer Bednark report his 
office came through a pretty rough patch 
and they worked over the week end to 
get things settled. He said the delinquent 
tax roll has been sent to the county. He 
introduced the new deputy clerk, who is a 
resident of Sumpter Township; 

e Heard Supervisor Morgan announce 
that Clerk Hurst has been renamed the 
liaison to the Senior Department. She had 
been liaison the seniors and then Morgan 
reshuffled his appointments; 

e Heard township attorney Rob Young 
announce there are proposals to talk over 
with Nationwide by the end of the week. 
He referred to the problems with township 
pension payouts; 

e Heard Bednark ask attorney Young if he 
could give reports in the future, including 
how many law suits have been filed against 
the township? How many other lawyers are 
involved? How many settlements and what 
are the judgments? “It would be nice to 
have quantitative reports,” Bednark said. 
Young replied that any settlements are 
approved by this board and he tries not to 
bore people with long reports. He said, right 
now, the township has outside counsel, 
recommended by the insurance company, 
to work on the Futernick case.

Court Watching: 
Jonathan Cole of VBT 


sentenced to 3-15 yrs. in 
death of police officer

On Friday, Jonathan David Cole of Van Buren 
Township was sentenced to 3 to 15 years in 
prison for the hit and run killing of a Detroit 
police officer. 

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Shannon 
Walker had him taken from the courtroom to 
immediately start serving his term, minus credit 
of 31 days for time served. 

Officer Fadi Shukur, 30, was walking back to 
his patrol car at 2:40 a.m., Aug. 4, 2018, after 
helping disperse a crowd following a party on 
West McNichols near Stahelin, when Cole, who 
was age 19 at the time, hit him with his Jeep 
Liberty and drove off. Officer Shukur died later 
of his injuries. 

Cole, who turned 20 on Dec. 10, had a jury 
trial scheduled for Feb. 5, but that was cancelled 
when he took a plea deal. 

He pled no contest to charges of reckless 
driving causing death and failure to stop at the 
scene of an accident causing death when at fault. 
The sentence was the same for each charge and 
the time is being served concurrently. 

He was first charged with reckless driving 
causing serious impairment to a bodily function, 
but that was changed to reckless driving causing 
death after the officer died. Another charge 
of second-degree murder was dismissed by a 
judge in September. 

Prosecutors said when Cole fled the scene, he 
went to the home of his parents in Van Buren 
Township where evidence was destroyed. They 
said they believe he had been drinking before 
the accident. While at home, he flushed the 
alcohol out of his system by drinking water and 
apple cider vinegar. 

Later that day he turned himself in to police 
and then Officer Shukur succumbed to his 
injuries. 

At the sentencing, speaking were Officer 
Shukur’s stepfather, who is also a Detroit police 
officer; Officer Shukur’s wife of 35 days; and 
his mother. The widow said she and her late 
husband forgive him and will be praying for 
him. All three said Officer Shukur was devoted 
to his job and just wanted to help people. 

Cole expressed remorse for the “tragic 
accident.”

Arbor. He said the State of Michigan 
put on the training with a reduced rate 
because Sumpter Lt. Jamie Good was the 
instructor. Trustee LaPorte also announced 
that National Emergency Management 
training is coming for the police and fire 
departments; 

e Heard Antoinette Oddy say to the board 
from the audience, “We look very silly to 
the public when we can’t get along with 
each other... There is so much hatred and 
animosity in the township.” She asked 
Rush to put announcements on cable. 
“And, I do miss seeing what the seniors 
do”; 

e Eric Partridge said the township 
purchasing policy requires three 
competitive bids for projects between 
$6,000 and $9,999 and that was not carried 
out for the boardroom table. Attorney Young 
said two bids were received and if they 
don’t get three, it’s part of the policy, you 
can waive the third bid. Partridge said there 
are over 15 pages of licensed contractors in 
the 48111 zip code and they couldn’t get 
three bids. “This whole boardroom table 
issue reeks of cronyism... The father is 
doing the job that his son got the contract 
for and the money is going through the son 
to the father so the father doesn’t have to 
mess up his disability payments.” Now, 
Partridge said, there is the detail of granite 
inserts added apart from the original quote. 
“Tt doesn’t seem transparent or fair,” he 
said, asking the board to rework their 
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permit policy. He said there are lots of 
carpenters in the community and, “You’d 
get a better product”; 

e Heard Adrian Slaughter thank the 
workers in the treasurer’s department for 
getting things resolved with the property 
taxes; 

e Heard Mary Ban say she called County 
Commissioner Al Haidous’ office to ask 
about Sumpter Road, between Hull and 
Bemis, that is separating and making 
the roadway hazardous. She hopes the 
commissioner will get crews out there as 
soon as possible. She said she also called 
Van Buren Township since the bad part of 
the road is in its township; 

e Heard Peggy Morgan ask about 
putting the meetings on cable, with Rush 
responding they will be on cable 10 a.m., 
3 p.m., and 8 p.m. every day until the next 
board meeting. Morgan asked if there 
weren’t any at night, for the workers that 
get home late, and Rush said, “Everybody’s 
got a DVR”; and 

e Heard new Deputy Treasurer Wendy 
Snook get up and introduce herself. She 
was to begin work on March 18, since she 
gave two weeks’ notice to the City of Wayne 
where she had worked for 25 years. She 
worked the previous Saturday in Sumpter 
with Anna Winter and Erica Campbell to 
get things done in the treasurer’s office. 
She said she had been doing water billings 
in Wayne and is experienced with that. She 
said she has been a Sumpter Township 
resident for 17 years and, in fact, she was a 
dispatcher for Sumpter for a while.
